OBITUARY NOTES. 

Selim Sheffield White, for nearly ten 
years an active member of the firm of Ginn 
& Co., Boston, died July 19. Mr. White was 
well-known to the school-book trade through 
his connections with the firm of J. H. Butler 
of Philadelphia, Taintor Brothers of New 
York, and with the firm with which he was 
connected at the time of his death. We hope 
to give a more adequate notice of his career 
in another issue. 

Dr John Clark Ridpath, the historian, 
died after a long illness at the Presbyterian 
Hospital, New York, July 31. Dr. Ridpath 
was born in Putnam County, Indiana, April 26, 
1841. Both of his parents were from Virginia, 
near Christiansburg, on the summit of the Al- 
leghanies. His mother was a descendant of 
Samuel Matthews, one of the Colonial Gov¬ 
ernors of Virginia. He was graduated from 
Asburv (now De Pauw) University in 1863, 
taking first honors. After serving as prin¬ 
cipal of an academy at Thorntown, Ind., and 
as superintendent of public schools at Law- 
renceburg, he was called in 1869 to the chair 
of English literature at De Pauw. He was 
transferred later to the chair of history and 
political philosophy. He became a conspicu¬ 
ous figure in the college world. During his 
career as professor he displayed his powers 
as a writer, and distinguished himself by his 
ability to think clearly, speak fluently, and 
write elegantly. In 1874 and 1875, while oc¬ 
cupying the chair of history, he wrote and 
published his first book, “Academic History 


of the United States.” It met with a large 
sale, and he abridged the work into a “Gram¬ 
mar School History,” which for over twenty 
years held its place as a text-book in many 
schools. In 1876 he published his “ Popular 
History of the United States.” Its sale was 
immense, and it was translated and published 
in German. In 1879 he published an “ In¬ 
ductive Grammar of the English Language,” 
and in 1880 appeared his “Monograph on 
Alexander Hamilton.” He next wrote the 
“ Life and Work of Garfield,” of which 85,000 
copies were sold. His “ Cyclopaedia of Uni¬ 
versal History ” was published in 1885 i n four 
large octavo volumes. More than 150.000 
sets of this history are said to have been sold. 
In 1885 he resigned his professorship in De 
Pauw and the vice-presidency of the univer¬ 
sity in order that he might devote his whole 
time to authorship. In 1893 he published 
the “Life and Work of James G. Blaine,” 
and in 1894, his most comprehensive and phil¬ 
osophical work, entitled “ Great Races of 
Mankind,” in four volumes. He was’ en¬ 
gaged for ten years in preparing the ma¬ 
terial, and another four years in writing this 
work. In 1898 he published the “ Life and 
Times of Gladstone.” and a supplement to 
the “ History of all Nations ” for Webster’s 
Dictionary. He was one of the editors of 
“ The People’s Cyclopaedia,” and for a time 
was editor of The Arena magazine, of Bos¬ 
ton. His monographs are numerous. In re¬ 
cent years he had been engaged in the prep¬ 
aration of a complete and elaborate history 
of the United States.

In 
many cases booksellers depend on the Publishers’ Week¬ 
ly solely for their information. The Record of New 
Publications of the Publishers’Weekly is the material 
of the “American Catalogue” and so forms the basis 
of trade bibliography in the United States.

CHARACTERISTICS OF A SUCCESS¬ 
FUL COMMERCIAL TRAVELLER.* 

It not nnfrequently happens, when a suc¬ 
cessful commercial traveller’s record for 
sales is discussed by his competitors, that 
some one will explain that “ any man can 
sell when he has the right stuff to handle.” 
To a limited extent this may be true; but 
how far it is from being the whole truth every 
buyer will be ready to admit at once. An 
indifferent, or rather, let us say, an unquali¬ 
fied travelling salesman, will almost invaria¬ 
bly fail to make the utmost out of a good 
article; while, on the other hand, the right 
man will make a success out of something 
that his less competent competitor would look 
upon as a sort of “ forlorn hope.” 

It is impossible to define clearly what 
makes one man more successful as a sales¬ 
man on the road than another, because the 
qualities of the men who stand out distinct 
from the mass of their fellows are more 
easily recognized than described. There is 
something of the same subtle influence about 
the successful commercial traveller that

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surrounds certain speakers who exercise a 
magnetic control over their hearers from the 
first to the last word. It is felt at the first 
grip of the hand of such a man; the customer 
is drawn to him at once, and his knowledge 
and judgment are trusted almost implicity. 
There springs up by degrees between the 
buyer and the salesman a sort of free¬ 
masonry that leads the buyer to feel that he 
is in safe hands. And so he is; for while 
sharp in a deal—when it becomes a question 
of wit against wit—such a salesman as we 
have in mind would press his opponent to 
the wall if necessary; in a transaction where 
mutual trust is an element, he would spurn 
to take an advantage of an inexperienced 
buyer. 

What this occult something is—whether it 
is an animal or a spiritual quality; whether 
it is required or is inherent in the man; or 
whether it is constitutional, something physi¬ 
cal and something mental combined—who can 
define it! Only this much can be definitely 
affirmed: the successful salesman is always 
a personable and an intellectual man. What¬ 
ever his stature or his girth, whether gay and 
sparkling, or inclined to solemnity, he is al¬ 
ways impressive. As to manners—he is a 
gentleman always, and tactful, knowing at a 
glance when and how to approach his man. 
Bluff to the bluff; suave where suavity is 
required; but courteous and dignified with 
all. And, lastly, he believes in the goods he 
sells, whether it be books, stationery, or tin 
ware. It is a pleasure to see such a man 
handle a sample—it teaches respect for the 
goods, as his presence inspires confidence. 
Can “ any man sdll when he has the right 
stuff to handle?” We are inclined to doubt 
it. 


TO REMOVE TARIFF ON PAPER. 

According to a London despatch to the 
New York Herald, dated July 31, English 
paper manufacturers who have just returned 
from the United States say they have re¬ 
ceived an intimation from President McKin¬ 
ley that the tariff on paper may soon be re¬ 
moved. S. Charles Phillips, editor of the 
British Paper Journal, said : 

“ Our complaints about the severe Ameri¬ 
can tariff on paper elicited the information 
that President McKinley thinks that the paper 
industry in the United States has now reached 
a point where protection is no longer neces¬ 
sary and that radical reduction in the duty 
might soon be expected. American methods 
of manufacturing paper are little superior to 
ours, but they have a great advantage over 
us in the matter of unexcelled water power, 
abundant supplies of wood pulp and other 
raw materials close at hand.”

FRENCH AND GERMAN ASSOCIATIONS. 

In France and Germany there have been 
continuously, for the past one hundred years 
and more, associations of publishers and book¬ 
sellers for the regulation of trade matters. 
While these associations have not always held 
closely together, they have shown, generally 
speaking, greater power of cohesion than 
similar associations in Great Britain. Such 
associations as now exist in France and in 
Germany have proved of inestimable benefit 
to the business. They unite all the trades 
that contribute to the publication of a book, 
and every one, without sacrificing his indi¬ 
viduality, feels that he is part of a whole 
which controls and represents all. “ So com¬ 
plete is the organization,” we are informed, of 
the German retail bookselling trade, “ that a 
publisher can rely on having whatever special 
treatises he may undertake to publish brought 
directly under the eyes of every scholar in the 
country who is in the least likely to become a 
purchaser, and this without any trouble or 
expense for advertising on his part. Every 
retail bookseller, even in the smallest German 
town, is, thanks to the excellence of the Ger¬ 
man system, in a position to send, and, as a 
matter of course, does send, his customers 
copies on approbation of all new books in 
which they are likely to be interested.” 

It is true that the associations have not re¬ 
formed all the abuses, nor have they solved 
all the vexed questions; but their very exist¬ 
ence has provided a means of self-defence, 
and has had a moral influence upon their 
members which is not less strongly felt be¬ 
cause it cannot be exactly defined. In Ger¬ 
many, for example, where publishers and 
booksellers are all leagued in one powerful 
association, as I have said, retribution follows 
swift and sure upon any offending bookseller 
who cuts the prices. He is at once reported 
to the headquarters of the Borsenverein, and 
until he purges himself of his fault by sub¬ 
mitting to the penalty imposed he cannot do 
business, for not a publisher will supply him 
with another book. Nor can a publisher him¬ 
self transgress with impunity, or escape the 
prescribed penalty, and exclusion from the 
league, until he is found worthy of re-ad¬ 
mission. 

While the English-speaking publishers have 
been somewhat less successful in combining, 
English authors have set them a worthy ex¬ 
ample. True, the conditions with which the 
authors have had to deal are less complicated, 
and involve fewer interests, than those which 
the publishers have every day to handle; still, 
there is little doubt that to the influence of 
Sir Walter Besant and his colleagues among 
British authors is due the strength of the 
Publishers’ Association in England, and also 
the growing importance and influence of the 
Publishers’ Congress in Europe. 

You doubtless know of the latest proposal 
of a committee of the European Publishers’ 
Congress to establish a code of usages to 
regulate authors* agreements with publishers,

and also are familiar with the excellent mem¬ 
orandum of points to be noted in making an 
agreement with an author, which this commit¬ 
tee issued in 1899. Its definition of the use 
and meaning of the word “edition,” its 
recommendation of methods of classifying 
books, its suggestions for the protection of 
forms of books, its discussion of discount 
questions, and of the question of responsi¬ 
bility for manuscripts, are all points of prac¬ 
tical interest, a consideration of which will, 
no doubt, have ultimately a definite and prac¬ 
tical outcome. 

BOOK TRADE ASSOCIATIONS IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The history of organization in the publish¬ 
ing and bookselling trades in our own coun¬ 
try begins with the century now closing. 
From a work entitled “ Book Trade Bibli¬ 
ography in the United States in the 19th 
Century,” by A. Growoll, I learn that the 
first booksellers’ association was formed in 
1801, to regulate sales of books by fairs, as in 
Leipsic, and to prohibit the sales of books at 
auction. Mr. Mathew Carey, of Philadel¬ 
phia, was the president of this association. 

In 1802 the first combination of the school¬ 
book publishers of New York and Philadel¬ 
phia was formed. This had for its object 
the lessening of the number of imported 
books, and the printing of American editions 
of such elementary works as were in general 
use in schools, academies, and colleges. In 
this way it was hoped that thousands of dol¬ 
lars might be saved annually to the country, 
some of which it was supposed no doubt 
would go into the pockets of the American 
publishers. The result of this combination 
was the immediate publication in America 
of editions of Greek and Latin classics to 
compete with the London importations. Very 
soon there were more books printed than 
could be sold in several years, and the over¬ 
stock went into the'auction rooms, and the 
sales by auction prevented the sales of the 
remainder of the editions in the publishers’ 
hands. So the Booksellers’ Company, through 
its president, Mathew Carey, sent out an ap¬ 
peal in 1813, from which I quote the follow¬ 
ing: “To those who feel a proper degree of 
interest in the future welfare of their fami¬ 
lies, this is an all-important consideration 
and would alone be sufficient to decide the 
question.” In this same appeal he took oc¬ 
casion to say that 8 on the shoemakers’ 
business is actually more than 40# on the 
booksellers’ business. It seems that four 
thousand copies of “ Caesar’s Gallic War ” 
were printed at one time. This was enough 
to last six years, and it was against this over¬ 
printing, and its consequences, that the asso¬ 
ciation protested. I also found in this con¬ 
nection that as late as 1820, the entire book 
production in this country amounted to only 
two and a half millions of dollars, of which 
only 30 £ were original American books.” 

This association was based upon the scheme 
of publishing books in shares, and it is inter¬ 
esting to note that their terms were declared 
to be 100 copies, H off, with 12 months’ 
credit; from 25 to 50 copies, % off, and nine 
I months’ credit, etc. This association must 
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have soon died out. We hear next of Mr. 
Henry C. Carey, a son of Mathew, trying in 
1824 to form a publishers’ association. Fail¬ 
ing in this effort, he started the “ trade sale,” 
a phase of American book publishing which 
it is unnecessary to describe here. 

It was not until 1855, or 31 years after, 
that another publishers’ trade association 
came into existence, and, apparently, the 
chief, if not the sole, question before it was 
the regulation of trade sales. In 1857, or 
two years later, the question of credits to the 
bookselling trade was discussed, and it was 
proposed to reduce credits from six months 
to four. This seems to have occasioned some 
little trouble and dissension. 

In 1857 and ’58 the international copyright 
question began to occupy the attention of the 
publishers’ association. It was the late George 
Palmer Putnam who first brought up the 
question, and everyone will remember with 
what tenacity he stuck to it for the rest of 
his days, and with what intelligence and per¬ 
sistence his son, George Haven Putnam, has 
carried on the work till the present time. 
This American Book Publishers’ Association, 
with the late W. H. Appleton as permanent 
president, seems to have come • to an end 
about 1861.

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Jules Verne, now seventy-three years old, 
is at work on a new book of travel. 

The author of “John Inglesant ” declares 
that it is very improbable that he will write 
any more books. He is a manufacturer of 
sulphuric acid, and is now confining his en¬ 
ergies to the supervision of his business. 

The author of those two delightful books, 
“Elizabeth and Her German Garden,” and “A 
Solitary Summer,” is said to be the Princess 
tary Summer,” is said to be the Princess 
Henry of Pless, the wife of Henry xv., Prinz 
von Pless, Graf von Hochberg. The Prin¬ 
cess. whose maiden name was Mary Theresa 
Olivia West, was born in Ruthin Castle, June 
28, 1873, is a sister of Lieut. Cornwallis West 
who has just married Lady Randolph Church¬ 
ill. The Macmillan Co. have just published 
a new and very attractively gotten-up edi¬ 
tion of “ Elizabeth and Her German Garden.” 


When the manuscript of Ronald Mac Don¬ 
ald’s “ The Sword of the King ” was read, 
with a view to its publication in book form, 
the dramatic quality of the story was instantly 
remarked. Many of the scenes seemed to need 
but a touch to make them effective before the 
footlights. The publishers were not sur¬ 
prised, then, to learn, after the book was ac¬ 
cepted, that in its original form it was a play, 
and had already been performed in England 
for copyright purposes. It is interesting to 
know that Mr. Mac Donald spent several 
years in America, not long ago. He is the 
second son of the poet-prcacher-novelist Dr. 
George Mac Donald; was born in i860, and 
received his education at Trinity College, 
Oxford. For two years he was a schoolmas¬ 
ter in England: also for two years he taught 
at the Hill School, Pottstown, Pa.; and then, 
for four or five years, he was head-master of 
the Ravenscroft School at Asheville. N. C. 
In 1894 he returned to England, and since 
then has had two or three years’ experience 
on the stage, and has written several plays, 
in one of which he toured for a year in the 
provinces with his collaborator, H. A. Saints- 
bury. His wife is an actress, a niece of Mrs. 
Kendal’s, and is known on the boards as Miss 
Constance Robertson.

Plans for the building, which will be 
three stories in height, are now in prepara¬ 
tion.

same to said receiver by the day so appointed; 
(3) All the creditors of such corporation to 
deliver their respective accounts and demands 
to said receiver, at the place so appointed, by 
the 23d day of August: and (4) All persons 
holding any open or subsisting contract of 
such corporation to present the same, in 
writing and in detail, to said receiver, at the 
said time and place so specified.

Watertown, N. Y.—Jones & Hallady, 
booksellers, have dissolved partnership.

This text, recommended 
by the Committee of Twelve of the Modern 
Language Association, will be found an ex¬ 
ceedingly interesting narrative in easy, his¬ 
torical French. 

D. Appleton & Co. have in preparation “A 
Landmark History of New York City,” by 
Albert Ulmann, who in describing a series of 
visits to the old landmarks of the city, most 
of which are now marked by tablets, gives 
a history of the early settlers and their 
efforts to build up and develop the town, 
bringing the narrative up to recent times.

Jones ” an improper book? ’ the police witness 
for the prosecution was asked. “ ‘ I do,’ was 
his reply. “ ‘Are you aware,’ said the de¬ 
fendant’s counsel, ‘ that the novel in ques¬ 
tion was written by a former chief magistrate 
of this court?”’ The jury acquitted the 
bookseller. 

A. C. McCtajrg & Co. will publish at an 
early date “ Uncanonized, a romance of 
English Monachism,” a story of English 
monastic life in the 13th century, during the 
momentous reign of King John, by Mar- 
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garet H. Potter. They also announce for 
early publication “ The Private Memoirs of 
Madame Roland,” edited by Edward Gilpin 
Johnson. The work is based upon a trans¬ 
lation made from Bose’s original edition of 
the memoirs, published at London with¬ 
in two years after Madame Roland’s death 
by the guillotine. It will be the first Eng¬ 
lish translation published since the above 
named, and now very scarce, English edi¬ 
tion. The volume will contain a number of 
full-page illustrations. 

The Saalfield Publishing Company, 
successors to the miscellaneous publishing 
business of The Werner Company, at Akron, 
O., have in preparation the following books 
for young people: “Mr. Bunny: His Books,” 
a series of bright jingles by Adah L. Sutton, 
with pictures, in colors, by W. H. Fry; “The 
First Capture,” a story of the Revolutionary 
War, by Harry Castlemon, with a number of 
illustrations; “A Close Shave,” a description 
of a journey around the world in seventy 
days, by the late Colonel Thomas W. Knox; 
“ Marking the Boundary,” adventures of two 
boys who accompanied the expedition to fin¬ 
ish laying off the 49th parallel, which forms 
part of the boundary line between the United 
States and Canada, by Edward Everett Bill¬ 
ings, illustrated by John Henderson Garn- 
sey; “ Teddy,” the story of a village boy who 
helped to raise the mortgage on his mother’s 
home, by James Otis; “The Castle of the 
Carpathians,” by Jules Verne; also,'“ The 
Romance of a School Boy,” by Mary A. 
Denison, illustrated by John Henderson 
Garnsey. For older readers they announce 
“ The Madonna and Christ,” reproductions 
of the paintings of Christ and his mother, by 
the most celebrated artists of early and mod¬ 
ern times; “Living Pictures from the Ani¬ 
mal Kingdom,” with text by Dr. L. Heck, 
director of the Berlin Zoological Gardens; 
“ Indian Club Swinging—one, two, and three 
Club Juggling,” by Frank E. Miller, physical 
director of Y. M. C. A., Dallas, Tex.; and 
“ Recollections of the Private Life of Na¬ 
poleon,” by Constant, Premier Valet de 
Chambre, translated by Walter Clarke. 

Harper & Brothers will publish early in 
September a volume entitled “ War in the 
Philippines,” prepared on the lines of their 
histories of “ The War of the Rebellion,” 
and “ The Spanish War.” The work will be 
a folio the size of Harper's Weekly and will 
contain a comprehensive record of the war 
in the Philippines, adequately illustrated 
with cuts in the text, and twenty-six colored 
plates.

Herbert S. Stone & Co., Chicago, have in 
preparation an important work by W. H. Wil¬ 
kins, the author of “ The Romance of Isabel, 
Lady Burton,” entitled “ The Love of an Un¬ 
crowned Queen,” being an account of Sophie 
Dorothea, Consort of George 1., and her cor¬ 
respondence with Philip Christopher, Count 
Konigsmarck, now first published from the 
originals.
